I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  vital  statistics,  health  and 
sanitary  conditions  of  the  Ampthill  Rural  District  for  the  year  1946.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA. 


Woburn,  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Flitwick  are  semi-urban  in  character. 
The  chief  occupations  of  the  district  are  farming,  market  gardening  and  factory  work. 

There  are  the  Bovril  and  Ebonite  powder  works  in  Houghton  Conquest,  Brickworks  < 
at  Lidlington  and  Ridgmont,  Tool  Production  Factory  at  Harlington,  and  the  Brush 
works  at  Flitwick,  all  providing  employment.  Many  other  inhabitants  travel  to  the  1 
London  Brick  Company’s  Works  at  Stewartby,  and  to  factories  at  Luton  and  Bedford, 
for  which  there  are  good  rail  and  bus  facilities. 

Aerodromes  at  Cranfield  and  Henlow  have  accelerated  development  in  the  vicinity  l 
of  Cranfield  and  of  Shillington.  The  former  is  now  being  converted  into  an  Aero- 
nautical Training  College. 

Wrest  Park  Mansion,  Silsoe,  used  during  the  war  for  business  premises  by  an 
evacuated  Insurance  Company,  is  now  being  converted  into  a National  Institute  of 
Agricultural  Engineering.

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Section  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

WATER. 

With  the  exception  of  three  small  parishes  Higham  Gobion,  Potsgrove,  and 
Battlesden,  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  public  mains. 

The  sources  of  supply  are  : — 

(1)  Aspley  Guise  Water  Works — supplying  twenty-one  parishes. 

(2)  Ampthill  U.D.C.  Water  Works  at  Clophill — supplying  three  parishes. 

(3)  Duke  of  Bedford’s  Water  Works  at  Husborne  Crawley — supplying  two 

parishes. 

All  the  mains  with  the  exception  of  those  in  the  latter  two  parishes  are  owned  by 
the  Council. 

The  water  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity  during  the  year 
under  review. 

Aspley  Guise  Supply. — Greensand  source,  obtained  from  boreholes.  The  raw 
water  is  clear  and  soft.  Being  faintly  acid  in  reaction  it  therefore  has  a corrosive  action 
on  lead.  For  this  reason  lead  piping  is  not  permitted  by  the  Council’s  regulations. 
It  contains  minute  traces  of  iron. 

The  Clerk  to  the  Joint  Committee  has  submitted  satisfactory  reports  on  the 
Chemical  Analysis  and  on  the  Bacteriological  Examination  of  this  supply. 

Before  delivery  to  the  main  chlorination  is  carried  out. 

Clophill  Supply. — Greensand  source,  obtained  from  boreholes.  It  has  no  action 
on  lead.  Reports  submitted  by  the  Clerk  to  the  Ampthill  U.D.C.  show  the  water  to  be 
satisfactory  both  to  Chemical  Analysis  and  Bacteriological  Examination.  This  supply 
has  a moderate  degree  of  hardness,  the  average  being  10.5  degrees  (Clark’s). 

Before  delivery  to  the  main  the  water  is  treated  for  hardness  in  sedimentation 
tanks,  after  which  it  is  chlorinated  and  filtered. 

Quarterly  samples  have  been  taken  by  the  Engineers  Department  for  Bacterio- 
logical Examination  from  various  points  in  the  supply.  These  have  all  revealed  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  purity,  i.e.,  the  absence  of  Bacillus  Coli  in  100  cubic  centimetres. 
Thus,  as  there  was  no  evidence  of  contamination  of  the  main  supplies,  no  action  was 
necessary. 

Private  Wells. Five  samples  were  taken  for  Chemical  Analysis,  four  were  found 
unfit  for  drinking  purposes  and  one  doubtful. 

Nineteen  samples  examined  Bacteriologically  gave  the  following  results  : — 

Six  unfit  for  domestic  purposes. 

Six  unfit  for  drinking  purposes. 

Seven  suitable  for  domestic  purposes. 

Action  was  taken  with  the  owners  of  the  thirty-two  houses  served  by  the  unfit 
wells  to  provide  a supply  from  the  Council’s  mains,  and  the  owners  of  the  doubtful  wells 
supplying  twenty-four  houses  have  been  notified  of  the  Analyst’s  opinion. 

4,955  dwelling  houses  are  supplied  with  water  from  piped  mains  out  of  a total  of 
6,162,  i.e.  80%. 

These  supplies  are  mainly  direct  to  the  houses,  but  in  some  cases  Standpipes  on 
private  property  serve  two  or  more  houses. 

There  are  seven  public  standpipes  in  the  parish  of  Lidlington  supplying  spring 
water,  otherwise  there  are  no  public  standpipes  in  the  district.  The  houses  using  these 
are  not  included  in  the  proportion  of  those  served  as  mentioned  above.  Mains  water 
is  available  to  most  of  the  consumers  of  the  spring  supply,  which  it  is  proposed  to  abandon 
when  all  the  houses  have  been  connectod  to  the  main.

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  Dr.  Mann,  of  the  Woburn  Experimental  Farm, 
and  also  to  Mr.  Arnold  Whitchurch,  of  Great  Barford,  for  supplying  me  with  the 
above  rainfalls. 


Report  of  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

In  April  the  Council  considered  the  report  from  their  Consultants,  Messrs.  Binnie, 
Deacon  & Gourley  of  Westminster,  on  the  proposed  distribution  scheme  for  meeting 
the  requirements  of  the  various  parishes  in  regard  to  water  supply. 

The  report  sets  out  the  proposals  for  additional  mains,  the  erection  of  four  water 
towers  at  points  within  the  area  of  supply  and  the  sources  of  supply  to  be  developed 
and  the  estimated  quantities  required  from  each. 

The  northern  part  of  the  area  of  supply  it  is  proposed  should  continue  to  be  served 
from  the  existing  source  at  Aspley  Guise,  while  parishes  to  the  south  and  east  should 
be  served  by  developing  the  new  source  at  Silsoe. 

In  assessing  the  quantities  of  water  likely  to  be  required  during  the  next  30  years, 
consideration  has  been  given  to  the  needs  of  the  farming  industry  and  also  to  the  possi- 
bility of  intensive  land  irrigation  in  the  centre  of  the  Council’s  district.  The  estimated 
requirements  of  water  for  these  needs  and  domestic  purposes,  including  the  provision 
of  main  drainage  are  as  follows  : — • 

For  the  Aspley  Guise  area  of  supply  (Birchmoor)  586,600  galls,  per  day.

An  enquiry  held  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  at  Bedford  on  an  application  by  the 
Beds.  C.C.,  to  apply  for  the  provisions  of  Section  14  of  the  Water  Act,  1945,  to  certain 
parts  of  the  Council’s  district  was  attended,  when  evidence  was  given  that  the  Council 
did  support  the  action  of  the  Beds.  C.C.  in  applying  for  an  order  to  be  made. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Work  has  continued  on  the  preparation  of  proposed  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
schemes  for  various  parishes  and  the  Council,  during  the  year,  has  had  before  it 
reports  from  the  Consulting  Engineers  on  the  sewering  generally  of  the  whole  of  the 
parishes  within  the  Council’s  district  ; the  principles  on  which  these  reports  have  been 
based  have  followed  the  lines  of  concentration  to  one  works  for  various  parishes  and 
accordingly  it  is  proposed  to  establish  a number  of  sewerage  disposal  plants  dealing  with 
villages  grouped  together  for  drainage  purposes. 
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"The  plans  for  the  sewering  of  the  parishes  of  Harlington,  Westoning,  Flitwiek 
and  Steppingley  were  completed  in  detail  and  the  proposed  scheme  was  laid  before  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  following  which  the  Ministry  held  a Public  Enquiry  on  15th  Nov- 
ember, 1946. 

HOUSING. 

Progress  continued  on  the  acquisition  of  sites  in  various  Parishes  and  preparation 
of  layouts  and  quantities  for  the  necessary  works. 

Work  was  begun  on  the  advance  preparation  of  roads  and  sewers  on  the  Flitwiek, 
Maulden  and  Westoning  sites  under  the  provisions  of  the  Group  Scheme. 

The  erection  of  permanent  brick  type  houses  was  commenced  during  the  year 
and  by  the  end  of  the  year  the  Council  had  work  in  hand  on  sites  in  Maulden,  Westoning, 
Shillington,  Flitwiek,  Marston  and  Cranfield. 


Report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the  Year  1946. 


SECTION  C.  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Three  parishes  have  sewers  with  disposal  works — Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and 
Woburn. 

A Public  Inquiry  was  held  with  regard  to  the  proposed  scheme  for  Flitwiek,  Weston- 
ing, Harlington,  and  Steppingley,  for  which  the  site  for  the  Disposal  Works  has  been 
acquired.  The  result  of  the  Inquiry  has  not  yet  been  disclosed. 

A further  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  parishes  of  Maulden,  Clophill,  Silsoe 
Flitton  and  Pulloxhill,  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  (Messrs.  Binnie,  Deacon  and 
Gourley)  have  submitted  a report  and  are  preparing  schemes  for  the  sewerage  of  the 
remaining  seventeen  parishes  in  the  District. 

The  Drainage  of  Aspley  Guise  and  Aspley  Heath  is  combined  with  part  of  the 
Newport  Pagnell  Rural  District  in  the  County  of  Buckingham  and  operated  by  the 
Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn  Sands  Drainage  and  Water  Supply  Joint 
Committee.  The  Disposal  works,  35  years  old,  are  not  now  proving  entirely  satisfactory, 
and  the  Joint  Committee  called  in  Messrs.  Lemon  & Blizard,  Consultants,  to,  advise 
on  the  sewerage  and  disposal  works.  These  Engineers  have  submitted  a report  and  an 
application  for  a loan  in  connection  with  the  improvement  of  the  sewerage  and  disposal 
works  of  this  area  will  shortly  be  made. 

2.  RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

No  action  has  been  necessary. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

Except  for  a few  isolated  cottages  for  which  the  sewer  is  not  available,  and  for  four 
cottages  in  the  village  of  Aspley  Guise,  all  properties  in  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath 
and  Woburn  have  water  closets.  In  the  parishes  without  sewerage,  the  cottages  have 
earth  closets  in  the  main,  although  a few  privy  type  closets  are  awaiting  conversion. 
The  larger  houses  have  water  closets  discharging  into  cesspools. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Fortnightly  collections  of  house  refuse  have  been  continued  in  the  six  parishes  of 
Flitwiek,  Westoning,  Harlington,  Aspley  Guise,  Aspley  Heath  and  Woburn. 
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The  remaining  parishes  receive  quarterly  collections  of  indestructible  refuse.  Paper, 
textiles  and  bones  were  salvaged. 

Three  tips  in  various  parts  of  the  district  are  used,  and  controlled  tipping  is  exercised. 
The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  labour  and  motor  vehicle. 

Tingrith  parish  has  been  added  to  Flitwick,  Westoning,  Harlington  and  Lidlington, 
for  the  emptying  of  closet  pails  and  cesspools,  and  the  emptying  of  cesspools  in  Flitton 
has  been  continued. 

The  number  of  motor  cesspool  emptiers  has  now  been  increased  from  two  to  four, 
and  the  service  will  be  extended  to  include  additional  parishes.  Difficulty  is  being 
experienced  in  obtaining  suitable  tips  and  labour  for  the  extension  of  the  scavenging 
work.  The  usual  method  of  tipping  is  the  formation  of  a straw  bed  to  receive  the 
discharge,  the  straw  and  sludge  combining  to  form  compost  suitable  for  manure.

(vii)  SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

(a)  Public. 

There  are  no  pools  belonging  to  a Local  Authority. 

(b)  Privately  owned  and  open  to  the  public. 

Eversholt. — This  is  a small  open  air  pool  fed  by  a brook.  It  has  not  been  in  use 
recently,  but  when  used  the  water  is  changed  at  intervals.  The  parish  schoolchildren 
are  admitted  free,  and  a small  charge  is  made  to  adults. 

Husborne  Crawley.-  An  open  air  bath,  60,000  gals,  capacity,  which  is  emptied 
after  14  days  of  use,  and  refilled  from  the  village  water  supply.  When  empty,  the  walls 
and  floor  are  sprayed  with  a chlorine  solution  to  prevent  the  growth  of  algae. 

Woburn.-  This  is  a similar  bath  to  that  at  Husborne  Crawley,  and  is  filled  from 
the  Aspley  Guise  mains  supply.  Water  is  changed  fortnightly  and  chlorine  is  used  as 
described  above. 

Private  Swimming  Pools. 

Hawnes  School,  Haynes  Park. — An  open  air  pool  in  the  park,  fed  by  a spring 
which  gives  a continuous  How. 

The  Knoll  School,  Aspley  Heath. — This  is  a small  pool,  refilled  from  the 
main  water  supply.  It  is  emptied  at  approximately  fortnightly  intervals. 

(viii)  ERADICATION  OF  BED  BUGS. 

1.  (a)  No  Council  Houses  were  found  to  be  infested. 

(b)  (i)  Seven  other  houses  were  found  to  be  infested  and 

(ii)  disinfested  by  the  Council. 

2.  The  houses  and  furniture  were  fumigated  with  “ Lawes  Block  Disinfestators,” 
and  sprayed  with  “ Zaldecide  ” containing  D.D.T.  or  dusted  with  D.D.T.  powder. 

3.  To  ensure  belongings  of  Tenants  are  free  from  vermin,  these  are  inspected  before 
removal  to  Council  Houses. 

4.  Disinfestation  is  carried  out  by  the  Local  Authority. 

5.  To  prevent  re-infestation  after  cleansing,  premises  are  re-inspected  and  the  tenants 
given  supervision  and  advice. 

Section  D.  HOUSING. 

The  tenancies  of  sixteen  Council  Houses  have  been  transferred  during  the  year. 

The  owners  of  25  houses  had  their  attention  drawn  to  the  absence  of  the  Statutory 
information  from  rent  books. 

The  Council  has  under  requisition  24  houses,  which  are  used  for  the  accommodation 
of  26  families. 
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HOUSE  TO  HOUSE  INSPECTION. 

Under  the  Rural  Housing  Survey,  the  house  to  house  inspection  of  all  houses  under 
£20  Rateable  Value  has  been  continued,  and  a full  and  complete  inspection  has  been 
made  and  details  recorded. 

1509  Houses  have  been  inspected  and  recorded,  bringing  the  gross  total  to  3,089, 
and  the  classification  to  date  is  as  follows. — 

Category  1 — 2 1,896. 

2— 3  883. 

3— 4  205. 

4— 5  105. 

Houses  in  Category  1 are  satisfactory.  Category  2 have  minor  defects.  Category 
3 require  structural  repair  or  improvement.  Category  4 need  reconditioning.  Cate- 
gory 5 are  beyond  repair  at  a reasonable  expense. 

Details  of  each  house  are  entered  on  the  inspection  card,  and  where  urgent  repairs 
are  essential,  notice  is  served. 

The  standard  card  as  recommended  by  the  County  Joint  Advisory  Committee 
is  used,  which  includes  in  addition  to  a Record  of  Defects,  measurements  of  rooms  and 
windows,  heights  of  ceilings,  number  of  occupants  and  overcrowding  data. 

Section  E.  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  total  number  of  persons  registered  is  186,  including  7 retailers  from  premises 
outside  the  district  ; 115  are  wholesale  cowkeepers,  and  71  retailers.  Nineteen  retailers 
are  dairymen  only,  and  keep  no  cows.  The  average  number  of  cows  milked  is  2,570. 

There  were  seventeen  new  registrations  during  the  year,  and  five  gave  up  the  trade. 

One  retailer  is  licensed  to  bottle  and  sell  T.T.  Milk,  and  one  outside  the  district 
has  a supplementary  licence  to  sell  Pasteurised  milk. 

Defects  at  four  cowsheds  and  one  dairy  were  noted  and  rectified. 

(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS. 

361bs.  Beef  ; 41bs.  Kidney  ; 20  lbs.  Bacon  ; 121bs.  Sausage  ; 68  stone  Fish  ; 40  lbs. 
Sugar  ; 231bs.  Cheese  ; 1 barrel  of  Grapes  ; 35  tins  Milk  ; 9 tins  Meat  ; 2 tins  Fruit  ; 
9 tins  Fish  ; 4 tins  Vegetables  ; 1 tin  Cocoa  ; have  been  condemned. 

2 carcases  of  pork  have  been  inspected  and  passed. 

Six  licences  to  slaughter  and  stun  have  been  renewed,  and  three  slaughterhouses 
licenced.

As  mentioned  in  the  last  annual  report,  the  provision  of  an  extra  four  cubicles 
would  be  very  advantageous  in  the  treatment  of  small  numbers  of  patients  suffering 
from  different  diseases,  and  also  for  diagnostic  purposes. 

NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Small  Pox. — No  cases  have  been  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever. — Twenty-four  cases  were  notified.  All  of  them  were  removed  and 
treated  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Steppingley.  One  adult  was  affected,  and  the  re- 
mainder were  children,  with  an  average  age  incidence  of  8 years.  The  greatest  number 
in  any  parish  was  seven,  which  occurred  in  Flitwick.  The  other  cases  were  distributed 
among  ten  parishes.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. — Two  cases  were  notified,  but  the  diagnosis  was  later  changed  to 

Tonsillitis. 

Pneumonia. — Ten  cases  were  notified,  of  which  nine  were  adults  and  one  a child. 
Eight  deaths  were  registered. 

Erysipelas. — Nine  cases  were  notified. 

Cerehro- Spinal  Meningitis. — No  cases  have  been  notified. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — No  cases  have  been  notified. 

Opthalmia  Neonatorum.  Two  cases  were  notified,  and  the  County  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  was  informed. 

Whooping  Cough. — Ten  cases  were  notified,  the  average  age  incidence  being  3f 
years.  No  deaths  were  registered. 

Measles.-—  Sixty-eight  cases  were  notified,  the  average  age  incidence  being  5|  years. 
By  far  the  greatest  number  of  the  cases  occurred  in  the  parish  of  Flitwick.  No  deaths 
were  registered. 
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Malaria. — No  cases  have  been  notified. 

Jaundice.  Seven  cases  have  been  notified  and  particulars  forwarded  to  the  Senior 
Regional  Medical  Officer  at  Cambridge. 

NON-NGTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

There  were  no  serious  outbreaks  of  non-notifiable  infectious  disease  during  the 
year.

Owing  to  the  fact  that  the  degree  of  immunity  becomes  less  with  the  lapse  of  time, 
the  Ministry  of  Health  has  advised  that  ‘ re-inforcement  ’ or  ‘ booster  ’ inoculations 
should  be  given  after  a period  of  four  years  to  maintain  the  protection  at  a sufficiently 
high  level.  This  means  that  a child  first  immunised  at  about  the  time  of  the  first  birth- 
day should  have  a second  inoculation  at  the  age  of  five  on  its  entry  into  school. 

The  number  of  children  w'ho  received  a re-inoculation  during  the  year  was  266.

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925, 
and  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

No  necessity  for  action  under  these  regulations  arose  during  the  year  under  review. 

All  tuberculosis  cases  have  been  notified,  therefore  the  ratio  of  non-notified 
tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  tuberculosis  deaths  is  Nil.
